Walker with the bottom 
facing your body and the 
curved edge up. 
Firmly place thumbs on 
tabs located on the 
curved edge, and pull 
outward from the center. 



Remove rocker bar 
from its storage place.

Turn the Emjoi® 
Sitting Walker over 
so that the carpet pins 
are facing down, as in 
the illustration. 




The pace, pedal angle and duration 
of the pedaling exercise are up to 
you. There is no recommended limit 
to the "walking" activity.
